At the age of thirteen the youthful 
“Sammy” became enamored of the 
charms of stamp collecting, an affection 
that he never coula quite get over. Pos- 
tage stalops, his studies and the pleasures 
attending a comfortable home occupied 
his time until he was twenty. Then he 
became one of his Uncle Sam’s servants 
and aided the postmaster at Ottawa in 
serving the population with its daily 
courses of mail—first, second, third and 
fourth class. Sam, however, always re- 
mained first class. 

When the agitation that resulted in our 
glorious association first became mani- 
fest, Mr. Bradford at once responded. He 


every way he could those who were work- 
ing to form the Association. 

It would be difficult indeed to name 
one who from the start has had the good 
of the entire number more at heart than 
has Mr. Bradford. And that, too, in his 
quiet, unassuming manner that leads all 
who know him to love him. That he 
should ever be named a candidate for 
office was as far from his thoughts as 
being nominated for the presidency of 
these United States. Yet when he was 
asked to make the race he wrote in reply 
somewhat as follows: ‘‘Your proposition 
was a very great surprise to me and my 
first impulse was to decline most firmly. 
But after talking with the members here 
I have decided to leave the matter in your 
hands; if you think I can properly fulfil 
the duties of the office, all right; if not, I 
pray you to let the matter drop at once 
and forever.” 

This shows the character of the man. 
Were he not qualified to fill the office he 
would not accept it, if the entire Asso- 
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ciation arose as one man to tender him 
the honor. Butif he felt that he could 
do well, the laborious and sometimes 
thankless task imposed by such an office, 
could he but serve the Association, then 
he would accept. And on this point even, 
he would not be guided by himself alone, 
but rely on those who knew him and 
the character of the task that would be 
his if elected. 

Last winter Mr. Bradford left the em- 
ploy of the Post Office and established 
himself in the coal business, from which 
fact he may lose a portion of the labor 
yote, for the coal barons are not popular 
with all classes. We will venture to say 
that he gives honest weight and good 
goods, which is more than we can say of 
the particular ‘‘baron” that supplies us. 
Being thus the master of his own time he 
will be well qualified to give the prompt 
attention to his duties that the office re- 
quires. 

Besides being charter member number 
eighteen of the A. P. A., Mr. Bradford 
is President of the Ottawa Philatelic 
Society and a member of the Chicago 
Philatelic Society. He was in attendance 
at the Chicago Convention of last year, 
and will be, we trust, at Boston this year. 
As acollector he has had his ups and 
downs, like the most of us, the last 
down being the theft of a large portion 
of his valuable collection. Although 
postal card notices, descriptive of the 
stolen property, were at once scattered 
broadcast, up to this day no trace has 
been discovered of the missing stamps. 

But I did not intend to write an article, 
only to give a brief sketch. And I find 
that the warm feeling I have for my 
friend causes my pen to run away and 
inflict my readers with what may prove a 
tiresome effusion. Still I trust I may be 
pardoned my prolixity and that each and 
all of you will unite with me in electing 
as Secretary of our cherished Associa- 
tion, a man who will honor the same, 
while being honored by the bestowal of 
the office—and that man is Samuel B.

Current Publications.

In the June ‘‘American Philatelist” Mr. 
Tiffany takes up Mecklenburg Schwer- 
in inhis list of foreign envelopes; Mr. 
Corwin commences a very interesting ar- 
ticle on ‘‘Errors”’ but beg to take excep- 
tions with him when he terms the re-set, 
or counterfeit Alsace and Lorraine 
stamps reprints; Mr. Hatcher provides a 
treat to revenue stamp collectors in his 
article on the ‘‘Revenue Stamp Tax Laws 
of our Various States;” locals are taken 
care of by Mr. Rothfuchs in his article 
on the ‘‘Salem,” and by Dr. Mitchell on 
the ‘‘Wells-Fargo.” Mr. Stone’s most ex- 
cellent Chronicle, the Official Reports and 
Society Reports make up the remainder 
of the 24 pages. 

“The Anglo-American Stamp Herald 
Review” is anew one from London. It 
does not begin to be as large as its name, 
and contains only a record of new issues 
and some advertisements. 


Mr. Gambs comes to the front with 
another issue of his occasional, the ‘‘Cali- 
fornia Philatelist,’” which contains consid- 
erable to interest collectors. 
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Canada has produccd another journal, 
the “Canadian Stamp and Coin Journal” 
(Jnly). It contains eight pages and 
opens with a romance.

Hints for the Stampist. 

“There are black sheep inevery flock.» 
and the philatelic fold is no exception to 
the rule, as many collectors and dealers 
have found out ere this time, and to their 
sorrow. To point out to the tyro 
‘«stampist” the ways in which philately’s 
‘black sheep” carry on their nefarious 
trade is the purpose of this little sketch. 
We will take up the fraudulent dealers 
first. Among this class of individuals 
we find many bold and successful ‘‘ang- 
lers,” and unless we keep our eyes: open 
and our minds busy with the “signs of 
the times,” they will occasionally draw us 
up. We are willing to admit that their 
baits are oftimes tempting, but young 
fish should not ‘“‘Snap at every bait, or 
dance at every spring-tide thaw.” A cer- 
tain class of fraudulent dealers carry on 
their dastardly business by means of 
flaming circulars and price-lists, headed 
with ‘Rare Stamps,” ‘Big Offers,” or 
“Your Last Chance.” Such dealers do 
very little advertising unless they find a 
publisher of theiv own stripe. And right 
here allow us to run off at a tangent long 
enough to tell you that there are such 
‘creatures” as fraudulent philatelic pub- 
lishers, and that it will be your best 
policy, unless you wish to be ‘‘taken in 
and done for,” to steer clear of such 
wretched sentines. Neither patronize 
the publisher nor his advertisers. It is 
true the advertisers of such publications 
are not always swindlers, but the majori- 
ty of them are or else they would not 
patronize or strive to advance the inter- 
ests of afraud. Youallhave heard the 
old saying ‘“‘Birds of a feather flock to- 
gether.” Then, stampists, beware! But 
let us again take up the main thread. 
Some dealers do all of their business by 
means of approval sheets. Of course the 
sheets are O, K., but the stamps, nixie. 


These sheets are invariably sent to tyro 
collectors, there to play sad havoc among 
the innocent and unwary. Fine stamps, 
neatly arranged, make a fine morsel—so 
tempting that the tyro stampist is inva- 
riably ‘‘pulled” thereby. 

Again there are dealers who run a 
‘double department.” To advanced col- 
lectors they send génuine stamps; to the 
inexperienced, counterfeits. Now if 
there is one class of dealers more despi- 
cable than another it is this class. As 
our reasons for this statement are per- 
haps plain to all, we will not stop to ex- 
plain but will pass now to the second 
‘‘species” of the ‘‘genus” about which we 
are writing, viz. fraudulent collectors. 


These collectors carry on their ‘‘pees- 
nus” in several different ways. Some 
have the habit (anda bad one it is) of 
keeping all approval sheets sent them, 
and that, too, without making any remit- 
tances whatever. Write to them for ex- 
planations and some will politely, or 
impolitely, inform you that no sheets have 
been received. Others will state that 
sheets sent them were ‘‘duly returned,” 
while others will remain ‘‘mum.” 


Again there are some collectors who 
keep a good supply of counterfeit stamps, 
to be used in exchanging for the genuine 
article. Such classes are fiendish, indeed, 
and the less we say about them perhaps 
the better. 


From what little we have now written, 
ye tyro philatelists will observe that if 
you mean to be successful in your calling, 
you must work with both eyes open and 
your ears keyed to attention. A lack of 
precaution on this line may cause you the 
loss of many a dollar. Again if you 
would keep clear of the jaws of these 
‘Jand-sharks,” deal only with those per- 
sons whose names appear in reliable pub- 
lications, or those who are willing to 
furnish reliable references. A compli- 
ance with these rules may be the means 
of saving you many a hard-earned dime, 
and dimes with the majority of collectors 
are precious things.

By the 
way, we always admired the Stamp, but 
it strikes us that if the west has the pres- 
ident, the east should have the vice 
president. If a dealer should not hola 
office in the Association, why should an 
editor? 


Origin and Progress of the Chicago 
Philatelic Society. 


The Chicago Philatelic Society is the 
legitimate successor of the old Chicago 
Stamp Collectors’ Union, and was organ- 
ized on October 8th, 1886. The first. 
Board of Officers were President S. B. 
Bradt, Vice President P. M. Wolsietfer, 
Secretary C. R. Gadsden, Treasurer T. J. 
Mitchell, Librarian W. H. Shelton. 

On November 18, 1886, it joined the 
American Philatelic Association as a 
branch, being the first society to take this 
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step in support of the then young Nation- 
al Association. 


On December 2, 1886, it put itself on 
record as believing in Jas. Chalmers as 
the inventor of the adhesive postage 
stamp, and at the next meeting, Dec. 16, 
it passed the resolution unanimously in 
favor of Patrick Chalmers’ claims on be- 
half of his father, which example was 
followed soon after by many societies, 
therefore the credit of having set the ball 
in motionin favor of Jas. Chalmers be- 
longs to the Chicago Philatelic Society. 

On Dec. 20, 1886, appeared the first 
number of the ‘Western Philatelist” 
which was published solely in the interest 
of the Society and as its Official Journal. 
The publication of it was undertaken by 
five members, but two, Messrs. Mitchell 
and Shelton withdrew before the first 
number was issued, which left Messrs. 
Bradt, Gadsden and Wolsieffer to contip- 
ue the venture. How well they succeec- 
can be ascertained by a glance at the 
seventeen numbers that were issued. It 
will be found by comparison that no Phil- 
atelic Journal in its first seventeen num- 
bers ever contained the same amount of 
reading matter and articles of literary 
merit and valuable information for Plil- 
atelists. The Western Philatelist would 
not have existed had the Chicago Philat- 
elic Society not been organized, and the 
Society is proud of the work and advance 
in Philatelic Journalism that its late 
Official Journal accomplished. 


In August 1887, it entertained the 
second American Philatelic Association 
Convention, and its banquet to the dele- 
gates who attended is a matter of Philat- 
elic History. 

On June 14, 1888, it elected the Ameri- 
can Philatelist as its official Journal being 
the first Branch to officially endorse the 
Association’s Journal. 

Interest among its members is always 
alive and its meetings are always well at- 
tended, far better than the average. 
Meetings are held on alternate Thursdays 
at the Tremont House, and no vacation 
season is taken advantage of by suspend- 
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ing meetings over the summer. Its mem- 
bership is large and includes many 


prominent philatelists from all over the 
world, as passive members. It is still in 
its infancy being hardly two years old 
and it has achieved a reputation equalled 
but by few in such a short period. The 
present board of officers are President C- 
R. Gadsden, Vice-President, W. H. 
MacDonald, Secretary and _ Librarian, 
P. M. Wolsietfer, ‘treasurer L. A. Haskell.

Motion concurred 
in unanimously; Secretary was instructed 
to officially notify tae Literary Board of 
the A. P. A. of the action taken in this 
matter. 

There being no further new business, 
the President announced recess. After 
recess the members were again called to 
order and business resumed. A motion 
prevailed that if found necessary to call 
a special meeting next week, the Presi- 
dent be empowered to order the Secretary 
to send notice to members for such meet- 
jing on twenty-four hours notice, 


Auction sale closed the evening's busi- 
ness. Sales were above the average. Mr 
McDonald was fortunate in obtaining 
a New York quite cheap, and Mr. Wol- 
sieffer was fortunate in obtaining a ninety 
cent unused entire No. 8, on white envel- 
ope, 1882 watermark, below catalogue 
price. ‘Treasurer reported receipts for 
the evening $7.60. 

Meeting adjourned 10 P. M.

This was done because it 
was expected that President Tiffany, of 
the A. P. A., would be in the city on the 
following week, during the Republican 
National Convention, and it was the 
desire of the Chicago Philatelic Society 
to have him meet as many Chicago 
Philatelists as possible.

Tiffany found 
that the evening of that day would be the 
only available one on which he could 
meet the members. The Chalmers Socie- 
ty was invited to participate in the in- 
formal reception to our A. P. A.
